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UNESCO Conference 


The Seventh National Conference of UNESCO had forits theme, ''The Cultures of the 
Americas: Achievements in Science, Education and the Arts. '' The Conference took place at 
the Shirley-Savoy Hotel in Denver, Colorado from September 29 through October 2, 1959. 


There were special sessions devoted music. The program of these was as follows: 
Wednesday, September 30 - morning - Cultural Plenary Session, Howard Hanson, speaker; 
Wednesday, September 30 - afternoon - Music as Creation, ''Music as Education.'"' Panel 
discussion; Thursday, October l - ''Music as Performance.'' Problems connected with the 
free flow of cultural materials, panel discussions. 


The Chairman of these meetings concerned with music was Howard Hanson, director 
of the Eastman School of Music and president of the National Music Council. 


One of the panel discussions (Music as Performance) included a report on the Second 
Inter-American Music Festival to be held in Washington, D. C. in April of 1961. Mr. Samuel 
Rosenbaum and Mr. Guillermo Espinosa of the Festival's Executive Committe made the re- 
port. 


In addition to reporting at the UNESCO Conference, the Executive Committee of the 
Festival also met separately to discuss the commissioning of works and the program in ge- 
neral, 








XIV International Course in New Music 


From August 25th to September 5th, the XIV International Course in New Music took 
place in Darmstadt, Germany under the directorship of Dr. Wolfgang Steinecke.

BRAZIL 


The International Piano Competition in Rio de Janeiro which has been held yearly in 
August since 1957 and is sponsored by the Organization of International Contests and Con- 
certs through the Brazilian government was won this year by the Hungarian pianist, Peter 
Frankl.

CHILE 





Luis Herrera de la Fuente, conductor of the National Symphony of Mexico, has accep- 
ted a contract from the Institute of Musical Extension of the University of Chile to be the new 
conductor of the Symphony Orchestra of Chile. Concerts under his direction will begin next 
season in Santiago and Valparaiso.

The Rumanian conductor, Constantin Silvestri was invited to conduct several concerts 
of the National Symphony Orchestra of Mexico.

CHAVEZ, Carlos 1899 - 

Ten Preludes - G. SCHIRMER 
Superb Contemporary works by the foremost living Mexican composer. These are not 
student pieces, but require a player thoroughly experienced in the contemporary idiom. 
Not published separately, and EARLY ADVANCED level.

HALFFTER, Rodolfo born Spain 1900 - now lives in Mexico 

Danza de Avila - CARL FISCHER 

3/8 E major Allegro deciso UPPER ELEMENTARY 

A mountain tune of great charm, rhythmic withfrequent shifted accents, and an occasional 
surprise measure in 3/4 meter. The dissonances are piquant, never biting ones. 

Dos Sonatas de El Escorial - UNION MUSICAL ESPANOLA, Madrid 

(through ASSOCIATED) 

Two brief fascinating Sonatas in the style of a modern Scarlatti. The first varies the meter 
with 3/8 and 6/16, the second has frequent polytonal passages. Both are in binary form. 
Published only together. 


PONCE, Manuel M. 1886-1948 

Deux Etudes pour Piano - G, SCHIRMER 
Ponce is known principally for a charming though unimportant song, "Estrellita’, though 
he wrote dozens of fine works in all forms. These are concert studies dedicated to Artur 
Rubinstein, and require both technic and musicianship for proper performance. The first 
is expressive, with constant movement in the accompaniment figures. The second is a 
tricky and effective and fast study in double notes, requiring really good left hand also. 
Very much worth investigation.

Quatre Pieces pour Piano - EDITIONS MAURICE SENART ( ASSOCIATED) 
In all four of these fascinating pieces, one hand uses only white keys, the other only black, 
producing almost constant polytonality. I - Preludio Scherzo - uses many rhythm patterns, 
and is full of good humor; II - Arietta - sings expressively and charmingly; III - Sarabande- 
is properly stately and slow; IV - Gigue - varies 6/8 and 2/4 with much two against three. 
All of them find the hands in close proximity much of the time. EARLY ADVANCED. 


REVUELTAS, Silvestre 1899-1940 
Allegro - CARL FISCHER 
Quarter equals 120 EARLY INTERMEDIATE 


Throughout the left hand plays with a key signature of three flats, the right hand in C ma - 
jor. Added to this play of polytonality is a rhythm scheme of polyrhythms in fascinating 
interplay, which no doubt will cause some trouble in beginning stages. 


Cancion - CARL FISCHER 
Changing meters’ No key signature ELEMENTARY 
A sad "Song" of great beauty, with two voices singing in melancholy counterpoint. There 
is a change of meter with almost every new measure, but the music must be played by 
phrases alone. 





PERU 


SAS, Andres born Paris 1900 - _ now lives in Peru 
Arrulo y Tondero - ELKAN-VOGEL COMPANY 
Various keys and meters EARLY ADVANCED 
The beginning ''Lullaby" is in 5/4, with subdivided measures of 3 plus 2, a quiet melody 
line with eventual flowing chord accompaniment. It is followed by a ''Creolian Dance", a 


lively 'Tondero" in 6/8, very rhythmic with typical insertions of 3 beats. Much keyboard 
movement and good chord technic is essential. 


Himno y Danza - G. SCHIRMER 
The ''Hymn" is slow and serious, perhaps a stately Incan dance celebration, written mostly 
on three staffs, with full sonorous chords. The dance following is a ''Huayno" with a con- 
stant and definite rhythm pattern in the accompaniment, and an overall feeling of rising to 
a great climax of sound at the end,

PEDREIRA, Jose Enrique 1904 - 
Plenitude (Nocturne) - EDWARD B. MARKS MUSIC CORPORATION

The "fullness" or ''Abundance" of the title shows itself in music of calmness and serenity, 
a mood of perfect contentment. On the sentimental side, perhaps, but unashamedly so. 
Everything moves smoothly, including some nice modulations and a brief section at a fast- 
er tempo. 


Tus Caricias - MARKS MUSIC CORPORATION 
2/4 Eminor and E major Moderato INTERMEDIATE 
A characteristic dance style in popular vein, pleasant and smooth, as the title, 'Your Ca- 
resses'', might suggest. The bass moves constantly, with frequent syncopations. 


Vals en La Mayor - MARKS MUSIC CORPORATION 
3/4 Amajor Tempo di Valse moderato INTERMEDIATE 
Two contrasting themes, the second in the relative minor key, each rather simple on first 
appearance with nice counterpoint on the repeats. The first theme bears a striking res- 
emblance to a famous Arensky 'Waltz"' for voice, whether intentional or not. Excellent 
appeal to many teen-agers.

Introduction to the world of Schoenberg for more advanced players. The Theme and five 
variations need careful study and infinite care in the wide dynamic range.

ing practice, as well!

2/4 Aminor Joyously ELEMENTARY 
In vigorous Israeli folk-dance style. Very rhythmic, and constantly varied.

3/4 C major Delicately, with motion EASY 
A tiny Waltz whose seconds give modern color for the beginner. 


CACAVAS, John 
A Suite of seven delightful pieces, published only separately - 
M. WITMARK & SONS 
Should have immediate appeal to our space-minded students, with these fascinating titles: 
Luna Rhapsody; Nep-Tune; Solo in the Solar Manner; Saturday Night on Saturn Bright; Star- 
way to Venus; Syncopation on a Western Constellation; Three-Quarter Moon Time. The 
music is highly original, from ELEMENTARY to EARLY INTERMEDIATE levels.

A little March of charm and mystery, entirely in the Bass clef.

A beautiful song, the melody surrounded by shifting harmonic color. 


FREED, Isadore 
Waltz on the White Keys - PRESSER 
3/4 Modal Moderato UPPER ELEMENTARY 
A quiet and smooth melody, with overall emphasis on charm. 


GILLOCK, William L. 
Mirage - SUMMY - BIRCHARD 
4/4 Flowing, but not fast INTERMEDIATE 
A lovely study in the Whole-tone scale, and pedal use is most important. 


GIMBEL, Bertha

Music full of humor and gaiety, sparkling, clever.
